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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The proposed After Final amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues for 
further search and consideration, such as 1) evaluation of the proposed new limitation of forcibly 
drying immediately after discharge while preventing air drying through natural evaporation 
based on prior art, for clarity, and for written disclosure in the specification, and 2) the 
broadening of claim 2 by removing the limitation that the cooler be on the nozzle. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 5/19/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Pham does not teach "forcible drying" as in the proposed claim. 
The argument is unconvincing because the proposed amendment has not been entered. 

Applicant argues that claims 1-2 recited that the heated substrate is sufficiently hot to 
evaorate the discharged solution and the solution not yet discharged unless a cooling mechanism 
is provided. The argument is unconvincing because the claims (neither current nor proposed) do 
not state that the heat from the substrate evaporates the undischarged liquid. 

Applicant's arguments regarding "natural evaporation" are unconvincing because the 
proposed claim has not been entered and because the term "natural evaporation" is unclear. 
Applicant argues that Pham is not concerned with drying a discharged liquid because it discloses 
a sprayed mist. The argument is unconvincing because a sprayed mist is a discharged liquid. 

In response to applicant's argument that Pham is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a 
prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order 
to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 
F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Pham is reasonably pertinent to a 
particular problem with which Applicant concerned, that is, the drying of a solution applied to a 
substrate. The examiner reminds Applicant that Pham was cited merely to support the statement 
that "it is extremely well known in the art of solution coating that the drying of a layer may be 
accelerated by heating the substrate".

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA1971).
